Boston’s most wanted 


Bombing investigation. 

Police inch forward 
but now must sift 
through millions of 
hours of video 


Photos and video released 
Thursday show two suspects 
in the deadly Boston Marathon 
bombings, the FBI said, as it 
asked for the public’s help in 
identifying the men. 

Agent Richard DesLauriers 
said the images are from sur¬ 
veillance cameras near the 
explosion sites shortly before 
Monday’s blasts. The men are 
seen walking together in the 
crowd, and the man in the 
white cap is seen setting down 
a backpack at one site near the 
finish line. 

“We consider them to be 
armed and extremely danger-

ous,” DesLauriers said, asking 
the public not to approach 
the men. He said there is no 
additional danger that the FBI 
knows of at the moment. 

The bombs killed three 
people and injured more than 
180 . 

The FBI would not discuss 
the suspects’ ethnicity. “It 
would be inappropriate to 
comment on the ethnicity of 
the men because it could lead 
people down the wrong path 
potentially,” said agent Greg 
Comcowich, a spokesman for 
the Boston FBI office. 

Generally, police release 
photos of suspects only as a 
last resort, when they need the 
public’s help. Releasing photos 
can tip off a suspect and deny 
police the element of surprise. 
It can also trigger an avalanche 
of tips, forcing police to waste 
time chasing them down. 

The investigation will prob¬ 
ably collect about a million 
hours of videotape from secur¬ 
ity cameras and spectators’ 
cellphones and cameras, foren¬ 
sic experts said. 

Investigators are looking at 
video frame by frame, aided 
by sophisticated facial-recogni¬ 
tion technology.

A vehicle had stopped 
in the curb lane but not the 
second lane, he said. 

He suffered hip and 
head injuries, and said 


he was told by doctors at 
the hospital that he was “ex¬ 
tremely lucky.” 

Meeker said he has heard 
from others about close calls 
at the crosswalk, and that 
“people drive like idiots 
down 156 Street.” 

And Meeker isn’t 
the only one to feel this 
way, said MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity Students’ Association- 
president Jed Johns.

Royal Alberta 
Museum. Exhibition 
explores the role 
of the small-town 
Chinese restaurant

They are a fixture across 
small-town Alberta, but a new 
exhibition at the Royal Al¬ 
berta Museum aims to answer 
the question of just how the 
Chinese restaurant came to 
be a staple in the West. 

Chop Suey on the Prairies: 
A Histoiy of Chinese Restau¬ 
rants in Alberta, opens on Sat¬ 
urday and runs for a year. 

Curator Linda Tzang said 
she wanted to look at how 
Chinese families came to 
open restaurants in so many 
small communities. 

The answer to that ques¬ 
tion was, ultimately, dis¬ 
crimination. Early Chinese 
immigrants had to pay a head 


tax and found the professions 
blocked to them. “They had to 
make their own opportunities 
and so the opportunities were 
in establishing their own 
businesses,” Tzang said. 

She said it was only in the 
1960s, as Canadians accepted 
it, that restaurant menus 
began to describe and serve 
Chinese cuisine. “(Canadians) 
were more open to that which 
was formerly exotic and scary. 
Now it is exotic and good.” 

Tzang said Alberta has put 
its own imprint on Chinese 
food, noting that ginger beef, 
a staple on most menus, is a 
Canadian variation on a trad¬ 
itional dish. “It’s not that it’s 
not Chinese food — it’s just 
not traditional Chinese food. 
It’s Chinese-Canadian food.” 

She said the exhibition is 
not a traditional one, because 
it isn’t about a faraway cul¬ 
ture, but about how a culture 
became part of Canada. 

“The point of this story 
is that it is a Canadian stoiy. 
This could only have hap¬ 
pened in Canada and, specif¬ 
ically, in Alberta.”

“I haven’t thought about 
ALF in, at least, 24 and a half 
years,” he said. 


Jonathan Bilodeau, 

president of the NAIT Students’ 
Union, read a letter written by 
former student union president 
Gordon Matthew in 1988. 

“Are you travelling to other 
planets yet? Does NAIT now of¬ 
fer space science technology?” 
the letter asked. 

Bilodeau wrote a letter of 
his own that was placed in a 
NAIT@50 time capsule for stu¬ 
dents and staff to enjoy in 2063. 


The capsule, which con¬ 
tained predictions by students 
and staff about what the in¬ 
stitute will look like in 2063, 
a BlackBerry, and photos, will 
be buried on campus this 
summer. 

The items unearthed in 
the 1988 time capsule will be 
placed in a NAIT display case 
until June, then moved to 
NAIT’s archives.

He’s one of the most influen¬ 
tial men in modem society and 
he’s on his belly, butt-naked in 
front of me. 

This is the scene upon en¬ 
tering McLuhan House, the 
childhood home of Marshall 
McLuhan. The centuiy-old 
black and white portrait of in¬ 
fant McLuhan and his mother, 
Elsie, shows that not even the 
Media Prophet was immune to 
embarrassing baby pictures. 

On Friday, from 12 to 7 p.m., 
people have the chance to drop 
in at 11342-64 St. and preview 
a galleiy of family portraits 
never before shown to the 
public. Set to officially launch 
in the coming months, the 
1912 Highlands home, which 
was purchased by the city last 
year, will also offer a few lucky 
writers office space in one of 
the three bedrooms — though 
not even Arts Hab executive 


director Linda Huffman knows 
which was little Marshall’s. 

Two years ago the Art Gal¬ 
lery of Alberta, Edmonton 
International Airport and Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta had exhibits 
to honour McLuhan’s 100th 
birthday but this house marks 
Edmonton’s first permanent 
landmark for the late philoso¬ 
pher. 

Once among the most 
celebrated intellectuals in the 
world (think Malcolm Glad- 
well, Margaret Atwood and 
Richard Florida combined), 
McLuhan enjoyed fame in the 
’60s for his theories on media’s 
growing influences, but spent 
his latter years dismissed as an 
academic quack whose words 
had more style than substance. 

But, 33 years after his death, 
digital media has made his 
philosophies more relevant 
than ever. The “Global Village” 
you and I now spend much of 
our fives in was the word he 
coined and the technology he 
predicted. 

And yet, few know that Ed¬ 
monton is the Media Prophet’s 


Bethlehem. 

There are many reasons 
why this city hadn’t a monu¬ 
ment for him before. For one, 
he was a controversial figure. 
However, we rightfully hon¬ 
oured politician and feminist 


fore his fourth birthday. Still, 
we could take pride that this 
was the birthplace for a global 
icon, just as Winterset, Iowa, 
celebrates the nativity of John 
Wayne.

Calgary newborn deaths 


Court hears 
arguments over 
video confession 



Hundreds of students walk¬ 
ing through the University 
of Alberta’s HUB Mall on 
Thursday were asked if they 
had heard about the govern¬ 
ment’s cuts to post-secondaiy 
education. 

Students and instructors 
in educational policy studies 
set up a four-hour event titled 
“Graffiti for Government” to 
raise awareness about budget 
cuts and gather student feed¬ 
back. 

Students were informed 
about the cuts, then used 
permanent markers to write 
messages to the government 
on posters taped to the walls 
of HUB Mall. 

“(Students) haven’t had 
a lot of time to really read 
about the cuts and become 
aware of all of the issues sur¬ 
rounding it,” said Thashilca 
Pillay, a doctoral student in 
educational policy studies, 
who helped with Graffiti for 
Government. 

Thursday’s event at U of 
A took place after Advanced 
Education Minister Thomas 
Lulcaszulc and Premier Alison 
Redford re-announced a tu¬ 
ition freeze to students, staff 


and media at NAIT on Thurs¬ 
day morning. 

“We, the government of 
Alberta, will cover the infla- 
tionaiy increase on behalf 
of students to universities 
and technical schools and 
all Campus Alberta schools,” 
Lulcaszulc said. 


Pillay said a tuition freeze 
isn’t enough for students. 

“I think that (the govern¬ 
ment is) hoping this issue is 
only about money. I think 
they don’t understand that 
for students, it’s about more 
than money,” she said.

A prosecutor says a woman 
accused of killing two of 
her newborns was fully 
aware of the possible 
consequences of a video 
confession and it should be 
accepted at her trial.

“The fact 
they are video recordings 
allows the court to look at 
the demeanour of both the 
police and the accused.” 

Borowiec is charged 
with second-degree murder 
in the deaths of two new¬ 
borns in 2008 and 2009. 

She was charged just over a 
year after a third child was 
found alive in a Dumpster 
in October 2010, which 
prompted a police investi¬ 
gation.

Premier Alison Redford at¬ 
tended a press conference 
at NAIT on Thursday to re¬ 
announce a tuition freeze that 
Advanced Education Minister 
Thomas Lulcaszulc had already 
made known last week.

Academic Staff Association, 
who invited the minister to a 
redundancy meeting on cam¬ 
pus. 

Redford said people need to 
keep redundancy in mind. 

“If we have services and 
programs that are redundant, 
then we should not fund 
them,” she said.

Electronics 



Students may want to get rid 
of old computers, televisions, 
speakers, printers, cell¬ 
phones and other electronics 
they don’t see a need for at 
the end of the school year. 

By placing those items 
in the proper recycle 
bins inside and outside 
residence buildings, they 
will be donated to Shanked 
Computer Recycling Inc., 
where electronic waste 
is manually dismantled, 
recovering components 
for downstream recycling 
and diverting hazardous 
chemicals from the landfill. 


Non-perishable food 
items and toiletries 

When it comes to cleaning out 
the kitchen, bathroom and hall 
closet, some items — such as 
canned soup, peanut butter 
and soap — don’t fit all that 
well into students’ suitcases 
when they’re ready to leave at 
the end of the year. 

Non-perishable food and 
toiletries can be placed in bins 
inside and outside residence 
buildings, where they are 
donated to the Campus Food 
Bank to help eligible students, 
staff, alumni and their children. 



Gently used clothing 
and household items 



The end of winter semester 
means summer is just around 
the corner, and students may 
not see a need for some of their 
clothing and shoes. Others may 
want to hand off household 
items they can’t or don’t need 
to take home. 

Clothing, shoes, dishes, home 
decor, small appliances and 
more can be donated through 
Goodwill Industries of Alberta 
on campus from noon to 4 p.m. 
on April 19, 22, 24, 26, 27, 28, 29 
and 30, and May 1, 2 and 3. 


Personal care and 
beauty containers 

Green-minded students prob¬ 
ably recycle empty personal 
care and beauty containers, 
such as hair gel tubes, sham¬ 
poo bottles, nail polish bottles, 
mascara tubes and hand soap 
dispensers. But if you have any 
stocked up, place them in the 
bins inside and outside resi¬ 
dence buildings, where they’ll 
be donated to Terracycle. 

This recycling system breaks 
them down and turns them 
into recycled plastic materials, 
such as plastic benches, trash 
bins and soap dispensers.

In addition to the Eco Move 
Out, the U of A has separated 
recycling bins placed all over 
campus. Those bins allow 
students — and anyone else on 
campus — to separately recycle 
mixed paper, cardboard, glass, 
light metals, beverage contain¬ 
ers and plastic. 

The post-secondaiy institution 
currently diverts 30 per cent of 
its waste from landfill, and has 
a goal to increase that to 50 per 
cent by 2014.

They (talent 
scouts) have been standing 
outside our clinic and try¬ 
ing to pick up our girls be¬ 
cause they know that they 
are skinny,” Anna-Maria af 
Sandeberg, chief doctor at 
the Stockholm Center for 
Eating Disorders, told Met¬ 
ro. 

“It absolutely sends the 
wrong signals when what 
the girls need is treatment,” 
she added. 

The last incident took 
place a year ago, when the 
clinic was forced to stop 
its arrangements concern¬ 
ing patients going outside 
on walks.

Fertilizer plant 
explosion. West, Texas,

Rescuers searched the 
smoking remnants in West, 
Texas, Thursday for surviv¬ 
ors of a thunderous fertiliz¬ 
er-plant explosion, gingerly 
checking smashed houses 
and apartments for anyone 
still trapped in debris or 
bodies of the dead. 

Initial reports put the 
number of fatalities as high 
as 15, but later in the day, 
authorities backed away 
from any estimate and re¬ 
fused to elaborate. More 
than 160 people were hurt. 

A breathtaking band of 
destruction extended for 
blocks around the West Fer¬ 
tilizer Co. in the small com¬ 
munity.

A Mississippi man charged 
with sending ricin-laced letters 
to the president and other of¬ 
ficials was described Thursday 
as a good father, a quiet neigh¬ 
bour and an entertainer who 
impersonated Elvis at parties. 
Other accounts show a man 
who spiralled into emotional 
turmoil hying to get attention 
for his claims of uncovering a 
conspiracy to sell body parts on 
the black market. 

Paul Kevin Curtis, 45, wrote 
numerous web posts over the 
past several years describing 
the event that he said “changed 
my life forever”: The chance 
discoveiy of body parts and 
organs wrapped in plastic in 
small refrigerator at a hospital 
where he worked as a janitor 
more than a decade ago. 

He tried to talk to officials 
and get the word out online, 
but he thought he was being 
railroaded by the government. 
Authorities say the efforts 
culminated in letters sent to 
President Barack Obama, a U.S. 
senator and a judge in Missis¬ 
sippi. “Maybe I have your atten¬ 
tion now even if that means 
someone must die,” the letters 


read, according to an FBI affi¬ 
davit. 

“He is bipolar, and the only 
thing I can say is he wasn’t 
on his medicine,” his ex-wife, 
Laura Curtis, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Jim Waide, an attorney for 
the Curtis family, said Paul 
Kevin Curtis was prescribed 
medication three years ago. 
“When he is on his medication, 
he is terrific, he’s nice, he’s 
functional,” Waide said. “When 
he’s off his medication, that’s 
when there’s a problem.” 

Waide represented Curtis 
in a lawsuit he filed in August 
2000 against North Missis¬ 
sippi Medical Center in Tupelo, 
where he had worked from 
1998 until he was fired in 2000. 
Waide said he withdrew from 
the case because Curtis didn’t 
trust him. The suit, claiming 
employment discrimination, 
was dismissed. 

“He thought I was conspir¬ 
ing against him,” Waide said. 
“He thinks eveiybody is out to 
get him.” 

Curtis made a brief court 
appearance Thursday, wearing 
shackles and a Johnny Cash T- 
shirt. Attorney Christi R. McCoy 
said he “maintains 100 per 
cent” that he is innocent. He 
did not enter pleas to the two 
federal charges against him. He 
is due back in court Friday after¬ 
noon.

Justin Trudeau made his first 
visit to meet Quebec polit¬ 
icians on Thursday and it was 
Trudeau 1, Parti Quebecois 
zero at the end of the day.

A former justice of the peace 
has been charged with mur¬ 
der in the slayings of a Texas 
district attorney and his as¬ 
sistant who prosecuted him 
for theft, officials announced 
Thursday. 

Eric Lyle Williams, 46, 
was charged in the shooting 
deaths of Kaufman County 
district attorney Mike McLel¬ 
land and his wife, Cynthia, 
last month, and assistant 
prosecutor Mark Hasse in 
January. Williams is being 
held on $23-million US bond. 

Williams has been jailed 
since he was arrested Satur¬ 
day and charged with mak¬ 
ing a terroristic threat for 


allegedly emailing an an¬ 
onymous threat to law offi¬ 
cers one day after the McLel- 
lands were found dead. 

Williams’ wife, Kim Wil¬ 
liams, was arrested Wednes¬ 
day and charged with capital 
murder in the killings. The 
sheriff said she confessed to 
being the driver in the kill¬ 
ing of the assistant prosecu¬ 
tor and told investigators her 
husband was the gunman. 

McLelland and Hasse had 
both participated in the pros¬ 
ecution of Eric Williams last 
year on charges that he stole 
three computer monitors 
from an office building. 

A juiy found Williams 
guilty; he received two years’ 
probation, and lost his law li¬ 
cence and position as justice 
of the peace — a judge who 
handles mostly administra¬ 
tive duties. 

Ballistics experts were 
testing at least 20 weapons 
found in a storage locker 
under Eric Williams’ name at 
a facility near Dallas.

Greek officials promised “swift 
and exemplary” punishment 
Thursday for three strawberry

Bangladeshi labourers pro¬ 
testing late pay. 

Police are seeking the three 
suspects who disappeared 
after Wednesday’s shootings, 
which occurred during a con¬ 
frontation with some 200 Ban¬ 
gladeshi farm workers in the 
countiy’s rural south who say 
they have not been paid for 
half a year. 

Seven Bangladeshi workers 


were still receiving treatment 
in local hospitals, but none 
have life-threatening injuries. 

Government spokesman 
Simos Kedilcoglou condemned 
the “inhuman, unprecedented 
and shameful” shootings near 
the village of Manolada in the 
southern Peloponnese region. 

The plastic-topped green¬ 
houses that cover Manolada’s 
broad plains account for most 
of Greece’s strawberry output, 


using cheap labour by Asian 
immigrants often housed in 
primitive conditions. There 
have been several attacks on 
migrant strawberry workers in 
recent years, but Wednesday’s 
was the worst so far. 

“The barbarous attack ... 
conjures up images of a slav- 
eiy-based South that have no 
place in our countiy,” Justice 
Minister Antonis Roupakiotis

War trial. Bosnian-Serb 
leader may testify on 
conspirator’s behalf 


The two alleged chief architects 
of Serb atrocities committed 
during the 1992-95 Bosnian war 
could meet in a United Nations 
courtroom for the first time, if 
one of them gets his wish. 

Former Bosnian-Serb leader 
Radovan Karadzic sought a sub¬ 
poena Thursday to compel his 
one-time militaiy chief, Gen. 
Ratlco Mladic, to testify in his 
defence during his genocide 
trial at the Yugoslav war-crimes 
tribunal. 

Although the two Bosnian- 
Serb wartime strongmen are on 
good terms in the UN detention 
unit where they are both be¬ 
ing held during their separate 
trials, Mladic’s lawyers argue 
that the former Bosnian- Serb 
army commander has the right 
to remain silent in Karadzic’s 
case because it is so closely 
interwoven with Mladic’s own 
trial. 

In a letter to Karadzic’s law¬ 



yer, Mladic’s legal team says a 
suspect has “the protected right 
to remain silent and not testify 
or be forced to testify so as to 
potentially incriminate him¬ 
self” and that the right extends 
to Mladic not having to appear 
as a witness in Karadzic’s trial.

Poland. Warsaw-uprising 
veteran recalls hardships 


Many decades since the events, 
Jakub Gutenbaum still squirms 
at the thought of scalding-hot 
walls in the basement he was 
hiding in during the Warsaw 
ghetto uprising, as houses over¬ 
head were on fire. 

Talking to The Associated 
Press on Thursday, the 83-year- 
old Gutenbaum recalls how 
German troops came into his 
hiding place and forced eveiy- 
one out at gunpoint.

Food bugs: Report shows 
Campylobacter is on the rise 

U.S. health officials are seeing more food poisonings caused by 
a bacteria commonly linked to raw milk and poultry. A study 
released Thursday by the Centers for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said Campylobacter cases grew by 14 per cent over the last 
five years. The report was based on foodborne infections in 10 
states, and found that overall, food poisonings held fairly steady 
in recent years. There were no significant jumps in cases from 
most other food bugs, including salmonella — shown above in 
a petri dish — and E. coli. But Campylobacter rose, and last year 
accounted for more than a third of food-poisoning illnesses in 
those states and about one-tenth of the deaths.

Richard: Liz, this is one 
stylish movie. Eveiy frame 
could be clipped and hung 
on the wall to garner oohs 
and ahhs from your house 
guests.

Of course there 
is a scene of Cruise out¬ 
running a giant fireball, 
and does everyone in post 
apocalyptic worlds listen 
to classic rock? But, hav¬ 
ing said that, I liked a lot 
of this. This is the kind of 
movie Tom Cruise was born 
to star in, the sort of thing 
that made him a superstar. 
What did you think of co- 
star Olga Kurylenko? 

LB: Olga’s Bond Girl cred 
makes her the perfect 
counterpoint to Cruise’s ac¬ 
tion hero swagger — his com¬ 
fort in these types of roles is 
palpable and you can just sit 
back and enjoy the ride. After 


a few flops last year, Tom is 
back in my good books! 

RC: Nobody outruns a fire¬ 
ball quite like Cruise and I 
thought Riseborough brought 
a lot of humanity to a charac¬ 
ter who isn’t required to do 
much. A lot of the heavy lift¬ 
ing is left to Olga’s character, 
and while she’s beautiful, I’m 
afraid she has the range of an 
emoticon. She does much bet¬ 
ter work in To the Wonder. 

LB: Riseborough was great in 
her role — though her char¬ 
acter’s refusal to question the 
status quo irked me. I like my 
ladies a little stronger. This is 
no Minority Report, but it’s 
a fun futuristic adventure 
fronted by Tom Cruise.

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Criminal comedy of errors 



Pain & Gain. Director 
Michael Bay takes a 
wild true crime tale 
and turns it into a 
darkly funny film

Halfway through his latest 
film, director Michael Bay 
deems it necessary to re¬ 
mind the audience that what 
they’re watching is still based 
on a true story. 

The intertitle comes as 
the story descends into the 
surreal — Dwayne Johnson 
grills human hands, Mark 
Wahlberg hacks up a body in 
Calvin Klein underwear and 
Anthony Maclcie tangles a 


chainsaw in human hair as he 
tries to decapitate a corpse. 

Aside from a few creative 
liberties, everything in Pain 
& Gain did happen in Miami 
in the mid-90s, when a couple 
of bumbling bodybuilders 
came up with a get-rich quick 
scheme that involved kidnap¬ 
ping, extortion and eventu¬ 
ally murder. The real-life 
criminals — Daniel Lugo and 
Noel Doorbal — now sit on 
Florida’s death row. 

Bay pulled the story from 
a three-part crime series by 
Pete Collins that was pub¬ 
lished in the Miami New 
Times in 1999. The series out¬ 
lines the missteps Lugo and 
Doorbal took, from trying to 
return a bloodied chainsaw 
to Home Depot, to failing to 
ensure one of their intended 
victims was actually dead — 
after they blew him up in a 


car and then ran him over 
twice. 

It’s hard to deny the story 
is darkly funny, something 
seemingly pulled from the 
brain of Quentin Tarantino, 
with torture scenes in ware¬ 
houses filled with sex toys. 

But the fact that it’s been 
turned into a crime comedy 
doesn’t sit well with some 
people — including one of 
the victims, Marc Schiller, 
who last week told the Huff- 
ington Post he was “appalled” 
at the film. 

But Bay was expecting 
mixed reactions to the movie. 
“I want people to be conflict¬ 
ed (when they see this film),” 
he says. “I want to show a lot 
of grey areas. When you re¬ 
turn a chainsaw that you’re 
trying to cut a body up with 
— with hair in it — to Home 
Depot, to get a bigger chain¬ 


saw, you don’t think that’s 
kind of funny? It’s not your 
cookie cutter movie.” 

It’s smart storytelling, 
according to Johnson, who 
plays a character that was a 
composite of two real men 
who played lesser roles in the 
crimes. “In the beginning you 
want to go on the journey 
with these guys; they’re kind 
of likeable, but at the end, all 
that gets thrown out the win¬ 
dow and you’re happy and 
satisfied that they get pun¬ 
ished,” he says. 

Bay hopes that the movie 
shows crime from the per¬ 
spective of the criminal. 
“(Criminals) sometimes think 
they’re not doing something 
morally bad, or they think 
they deserve (what they’re 
stealing). You really go into 
a criminal’s mind (with this 
movie).” 


Kevin Zegers tries out life in The Colony 



While filming The Colony, 
Kevin Zegers forged a friend¬ 
ship with renowned actor Lau¬ 
rence Fishbume over a rather 
unique common bond. 

“He started (in the film 
industry) when he was really 
young too, so without being 
pushy, he was veiy open to 
talk about how he dealt with it 
all,” said the one-time child star 
(now 28) during a recent inter¬ 
view. “I still hear from him all 
the time.” 

Zegers has of course ma¬ 
tured from earlier days playing 
opposite a basketball-dunldng 
dog in 1997’s Air Bud. In fact, 
the young talent is more rec¬ 
ognized these days for his ac¬ 
claimed work in such award¬ 
winning films as Transamerica 
and his stint on TV’s Gossip 
Girl. 

In The Colony however, 
Zegers has atypically turned to 


sci-fi action, playing opposite 
Fishbume in the apocalyptic 
thriller. Set during a futuristic 
ice age, Zegers leads an outpost 
struggling to survive against an 
onslaught of virus and a man¬ 
iacal mob. 

“That was kind of the draw 
for me going into it,” said 
Zegers of the uncharacteris¬ 


tic role. “I just finished a six- 
month period drama thing 
and I kind of wanted some fun 
and (to) mn around and kick 
some ass and this thing came. 
Especially with Laurence and 
Bib (Paxton) already attached, I 
thought they had sent it to the 
wrong person.”

Kirsten Dunst and Jim Sturgess 
star as lovers literally from dif¬ 
ferent worlds in Juan Solanas’ 
mind-bending Upside Down, 
in which two neighbouring 
planets share an atmosphere 
but have opposing gravities. 
The premise makes for some 
dramatic class distinctions as 
well as impressive visuals and 
stunts. And admittedly, it took 
some time for the actors to 
wrap their heads around it. 

I have to say, this is probably 
one of the most interesting 
high-concept concepts I’ve 
seen for a love story. When 
people ask you about it, how 
do you explain it to them? 

Jim Sturgess: Yeah, just that, 
that it is a veiy classic love 
stoiy in itself, at the heart of it. 
That it is just about forbid¬ 
den love, which is a stoiy that 
we’re all familiar with, but 
just set in a completely unique 
kind of amazing, fantastical 
world. 

And when they ask about 
things like the different 
gravities? 

Kirsten Dunst: Well, I mean, 
you have to suspend some 
belief and have a childlike 
mind almost while watching it, 
in a way, I think. I think if you 
start to become cynical about, 
“Well that wouldn’t happen 
in science,” well guess what? 
We’re making a fantasy film, 
you know what I mean? And 
it’s veiy romantic, and a lot of 


things are explained, but then 
you have to kind of extend 
your imagination. It’s a fantasy 
movie, so... 

And did it take any time to 
wrap your own heads around 
as you were getting ready to 
film it? 

JS: It did in the beginning. Just 
from reading the script it did. 

It was hard when it was all just 
words on a page, you had no 
visual reference so you had to 
conjure up your own ideas of 
what the worlds look like. And 
then Juan was amazing in that 
he sent us some graphic designs 
of how the worlds worked. It 
really wasn’t until that point 
when I saw it visually and saw 
it through Juan’s eyes that I 
understood what the film was 
and what he was hying to 
make. Because yeah, you have 
to build those worlds up in 
your mind just from words on 
a page, so it’s a totally different 
experience to when you watch 
the film, where it’s ail just sort 
ofgiventoyou. 

There’s also such an impres¬ 
sive sense of style in the 
movie, in the design and in 
your costumes. Is there any¬ 
thing either of you took away 
from it for your own personal 
style? 

I<D: I actually kept some of 
my clothes. But Juan’s wife, 
Paula (Moore), she did all my 
wardrobe for the movie. So 
it’s just like Frenchy... like a 
hippie vibe, but veiy expensive 
cashmere draped around me 
all the time.

Fatherhood. The 
Canadian crooner

After the spectacular success 
of his Christmas album — 
eight times platinum in Can¬ 
ada, thrice in the U.S., a Juno 
award win for album of the 
year — Michael Buble might 
have felt a certain pressure in 
tiying to create a follow-up, 
the sleigh bells ringing in his 
ear turning gradually deafen¬ 
ing. 

Instead, he says he went 
into To Be Loved — out Tues¬ 
day — feeling more blithely 
self-assured than he’d ever 
been in the past, committing 
to a breezy live-off-the-floor 
recording strategy and declin¬ 
ing to polish away the result¬ 
ant small blemishes in his 
production. 

He had the most fun he’s 
had recording an album, he 
says. And the principal reason 
he was so unfettered? He says 
that the news that his wife, 
Argentine model Luisana Lop- 
ilato, was expecting their first 
child made everything else 
seem a little less pressing. 

“I think the whole lack 
of tiying (to top Christmas) 


came from me finding out I 
was having a baby — I think 
when that happened, it made 
me veiy brave,” Buble said 
during a recent chat in To¬ 
ronto. 

“The truth is, really, my 
priorities just flip-flopped, 
and I went: ‘What’s import¬ 
ant to me? My wife’s health. 
My baby’s health. My family. 
And then this record.’ If 
people love it, that’s awe¬ 
some. If they don’t love it? 
You know what, I’ve done 
pretty well. 

“Not that I didn’t care, be¬ 
cause of course I care, but I 
wasn’t insecure.” 


Buble, of course, has been 
provided plenty of reasons 
for such validation within the 
industiy. 

It’s clear he’s not immune 
from the influence of naysay¬ 
ers, whether imagined or not 
— when discussing the Junos, 
he calls it a “thankless job” 
because “no matter how good 
I do, or how funny it is, there 
will be people that just can’t 
stand me” — but the slights 
seem to weigh less on Buble 
now than they did at a more 
diffident stage of his develop¬ 
ment. 

For instance, when asked 
about the dearth of similar-

minded crooners operating 
on such a large scale, he dis¬ 
agrees and points out that for 
a long time he felt he was in 
close competition with other 
artists intent on cruising 
down the same lane. 

“When I started, I re¬ 
member looking at (man¬ 
ager) Bruce Allen and saying: 
‘Bruce, man, we’re in trouble 
here. We’ve got (Hariy) Con- 
niclc, we’ve got Jamie Cullum, 
we’ve got Matt Dusk, we’ve 
got Peter Cincotti — I’m go¬ 
ing to get buried here.’ He 
used to say, ‘You’ll be the last 
man standing, kid.’” 

So why has Buble suc¬ 
ceeded to an extent that 
others haven’t? 

“Maybe I’m not following 
everybody else. I’m not do¬ 
ing the same thing eveiybody 
else does. I’m not just writing 
a song and having the rapper 
rap a thing over it. I’m doing 
something that maybe isn’t 
as commercially accessible 
but is really cool,” he said.

Hayley Williams of Paramore 
said joining rapper B.o.B on 
the hip-hop groove Airplanes 
helped her band realize they 
needed to take more chances. 

The monster jam sold 
more than four million tracks 
and was nominated for a 
Grammy Award in 2011. Wil¬ 
liams said the song’s success 
came at a perfect time. Two 
of the members of Paramore 
left the group and the newly 
formed trio began work on 
their fourth album and want¬ 
ed to expand beyond their sig¬ 
nature punk-rock sound. 

“Our fans were so into it, 
I felt like (B.o.B’s) fans were 
into it and... I just realized it’s 
good to take risks,” the bright¬ 
haired 24-year-old singer said 
in a recent interview. 

“And I think that (it) kind 
of really fell into place at the 
right time because when it 
came time to write this rec¬ 
ord, it was all about taking 
risks and following what we 
wanted to do versus what 
maybe people would have ex¬ 
pected us to do.” 

There are elements of funk 
and pop throughout Para¬ 
more, which debuted at num¬ 
ber one on the Billboard 200

chart this week with 106,422 
units sold, according to Niel¬ 
sen SoundScan. There’s the 
current single Still Into You, 
which Williams first “thought 
was too poppy.”

“We had a lot of fun ex¬ 
perimenting with things that 
we’ve never been able to do 
(before),” bassist Jeremy Davis 
said.

The Nashville-based group 
moved to the Silver Lake 
neighbourhood of Los Angel¬ 
es to record the album, which

York said. 


“This is the record we 
want people to see as Para¬ 
more,” he added. “We wanted 
to make that statement.” 

The Grammy-nominated 
rockers launched their debut, 
All We Know Is Falling, in 
2005. Their breakthrough 
album came two years later 
with the platinum seller Riot! 
It earned them a Grammy 
nomination for best new art¬ 
ist. 

But in December 2010, 
brothers Josh and Zac Farro 
announced that they were 
leaving the group. Williams 
said it was tough when the 
band first started creating 
new music because of all the 
changes. 

“The first two months 
were hard ... we were all tiy- 
ing to figure out like, ‘How 
does this work?”’ she recalled.

Daniel Holden (Aden 
Young), convicted of raping 
and murdering his teenage 
girlfriend, is freed 19 years 
later, left in the care of his sis¬ 
ter (Abigail Spencer) and wor¬ 
ried mom (J. Smith Cameron). 
Meanwhile, a Senator fights 
to prove he’s guilty. Outside, 
Daniel is as trapped as in. 

The series was shot on lo¬ 
cation in Georgia — in a real 
house, among locals. Creator 
Ray McKinnon was inspired 
to do for the South what Scor¬ 
sese did for New York. 

“I’m not from New York,” 
says the writer/director, best 
known as an actor on Dead- 
wood and Sons of Anarchy, 
“but I knew something about 
‘Mean Streets’ was authentic. 
And as someone from the 
South, I wanted to show the 


third dimension.” 

Eveiy character — from 
Holden to his “hick” brother- 
in-law — is fully developed, far 
from a Deliverance caricature. 
“These are complex people.” 

The new Breaking Bad? 

Rectify is from a producer 
of Breaking Bad, but it’s a 
natural fit on the Sundance 
Channel — it’s languid, with 
dappled sunlight, long silen¬ 
ces and a meditative quality. 
How will it be received, in an 
era of cliffhangers, hooks and 
binge-viewing? 

“There is a bit of a ‘did he 
do it, did he not do it,’ that’s 
an ongoing ‘what’s gonna 
happen?’ But ultimately, 
that’s not what the show 
is about. The show is about 
private lives. And as a view¬ 
er, I become veiy empathic 
because I really care about 
eveiybody,” says Spencer. 

“And it’s timely,” she adds, 
mentioning the West Mem¬ 


phis Three case. “People are 
spending their lives in prison 
and then getting off because 
of DNA. So it’s foreign and yet 
it’s known.” 

Spencer was a natural fit 
for the sister Amantha — she 
grew up partly in the Redneck 
Riveria of northern Florida. 

Jail time 

McKinnon has spent some 
time in prison — “Mostly 
drinking offenses. My 20s 
were ... a self-destructive 
time. Well, teens too.” — but 
nothing compared to Daniel. 

“The time I spent in a jail 
cell was veiy short, so it was 
a completely different experi¬ 
ence. 

“I just remember — there’s 
something about the idea of 
having something that restrict¬ 
ive and how that, in a strange 
way, because of the lack of 
choices, gives you a lack of 
freedom that too many choices 
don’t. This show taps into that.”

Oh sure, you 
can still verbally boot president 
of hockey ops Kevin Lowe in 
the pants (and probably more 
so after his recent press confer¬ 
ence), but Tambo is gone as GM, 
replaced by former Oiler Craig 
MacTavish. 

Sure, the Oilers are stocked 
with young talent, a result of 
tanking for several seasons 
now. But the fruits of that sour 
labour have never grown and 


what is left this year is an acrid 
taste in the mouths of the fans. 
Did Tambellini deserve to get 
the ol’ heave-ho? Certainly. 
Would a changing of the guard 
been much more effective early 
in the season? Yes to that, too. 

We only need to look at how 
two other also-rans dealt with 
their management woes to see 
that swift action can result in 
immediate returns. 

The Toronto Maple Leafs 
axed Brian Burke just before 
the truncated season began, 
while the Columbus Blue Jack¬ 
ets tossed Scott Howson (now 
back with the Oilers, ironically) 
to the curb before the trade 
deadline, allowing replacement 
Jarmo Kelcalainen to put his 


stamp on the franchise quickly 
thanks to the Marian Gaborilc 
trade. Toronto’s a playoff team 
and Columbus may sneak in 
too. 

The key positive from a 
GM firing is the elimination of 
sacred cows. Though Leafs GM 
Dave Nonis hasn’t made a lot of 
acquisitions this season, he did 
send underperforming players 
such as Mike Komisarelc and 
Tim Connolly to the minors, 
big salaries be damned. Burke 
signed those contracts in the 
first place; would he have been 
able to admit his mistakes? 

Similarly, Kelcalainen 
grabbed Gaborilc from New 
York for a group of players in¬ 
cluding Derick Brassard and 


John Moore, both Columbus 
first-rounders who had yet to 
live up to their draft slotting. 

Would Howson have dealt 
both of them, knowing the first 
picks from eveiy Columbus 
draft class are now gone, save 
the most recent three? 

The fact is, both Nonis and 
Kelcalainen made the right 
moves because they weren’t 
shackled to the past. Now Mac¬ 
Tavish takes over, but with pre¬ 
cious few games to evaluate 
and no chance to trade until 
the summer. 

While the move needed to 
be made, the Oilers couldn’t 
have done any worse leaving 
Tambellini in until the cam¬ 
paign mercifully ended.

NBA. Miami’s James 
makes his case for 
MVP award with career 
bests in several key 
statistical categories 


There has never been a unani¬ 
mous MVP in the histoiy of the 
NBA. Not Wilt Chamberlain, 
not Bill Russell, not Shaquille 
O’Neal, not Michael Jordan. 

LeBron James might soon 
change that. 

At least, the Miami Heat be¬ 
lieve he should. 

After finally winning that 
first NBA title last June, James 
was better than ever in his first 
year as a champion. He estab¬ 
lished career bests in shooting 
percentage, three-point per¬ 
centage, rebounds per game 
and double-doubles — and did 
it all while taking fewer shots 
per game than at any point in 


his 10-year career. 

So those are just a few of 
the many reasons why the 
Heat are overwhelming favour¬ 
ites to win it all once again in 
these playoffs, which open this 
weekend. Miami will meet Mil¬ 
waukee in a first-round series 
starting Sunday night. 

“Numbers aren’t why I play 
this game of basketball,” James 
said. “Numbers have never 
been why I play the game. 
That’s not how I was taught to 
play the game.” 

James has said he plays for 
only one thing — titles. 

“He came off one of the 
more historical MVP seasons 
with a championship. Most 
people, the human condition 
would have been to relax and 
say, ‘OK, that’s the pinnacle,”’ 
Heat coach Erik Spoelstra 
said. “But instead, he wanted 
to push and find another bar¬ 
rier. And that’s why we don’t 
want to, he doesn’t want to, 
put a ceiling on how far he can 


go.... He’s a player that could 
conceivably continue to get 
better.” 

James shot 56.5 per cent 
this season and made 103 
three-pointers — no one in 
league histoiy has ever shot so 
well and made so many shots 
in a season from beyond the 
arc. In the metric known as 
PAR — an acronym for points, 
assists and rebounds per game 
— James led the league for the 
fifth time in six seasons. He led 
the league in field goals, but 
was only seventh in shots at¬ 
tempted. He could have missed 
348 more shots and still fin¬ 
ished with a better shooting 
percentage than scoring cham¬ 
pion Carmelo Anthony. 

James’ final numbers: 26.8 
points, eight rebounds, 7.3 as¬ 
sists and 1.7 steals per game. 
Since the league began chart¬ 
ing steals four decades ago, 
only Jordan and Larry Bird 
have put up similar numbers 
in a season, the associated press
